SINGULAR SUICIDE. 
A MAN GOES MAD FOR MONEY, 


And Sheets Hisaself Through the 
Head. 


—_——_—_ 


_ A most singular suic3de happened in this city 
on yesterday. We fifst beard of it on Green 
street, and following directions given, went 
down as far as Highth street, on Jefferson. 


Turning toward Market strect, the house in 


which the unhappy man who was said to have 
come to 80 tragic an end was plainly in sight 
—on the west side of the street, and near an 
alley. The mumber was 82. A neat brick 
passage led to the rear of the house, and all 
the doors were locked, except the kitchen 
door. At one end of the kitchen a very short 
and narrow winding stairway led to s small 
room in the second story of the building, and 
here lay the suicide, just where he had 
thrown himself upon the bed, not- more than 
half an hour before. He was a handsome 
fdliow, a littic below medium hight, with 
biack hair and black mustache, over a short, 
neatly trimmed beard. His name was James 
Gore, and his age 26. 

The bed was saturated wish blood, and his 
arms lay straight, almost in their natural posi- 
tion, while in the right hand was clutched a 
Colt’s revolver, with only one of its chambers 
empty. He haa shot himself through the 
right ear, while sitting up, and was probably 
the precise position in which he had fallen, 
stone dead, upon the explosion of the wea- 
pon. His fingers were powder-burned. The 
ball did not pass through and out of the head, 
but the concussion broke the back portion of 
the skull, making a horriblc wound, and one 
‘whith must have produeed instantaneous 
death. The manner ef the suicide was much 
the same as that which took from our commu- 
nity the lamented Gep. IRead, and was in all 
probability suggested by it. 

Mr. Gore lived witb his uncle and aunt, Mr. 
and Mrs. H. O. Bullock, andas they have no 
children, he had becn with them a pet from 
boyhood. Mr. Bullock is well known as hav- 
ing not long since kept a cigarstore in the 
Louisville Hotel building, on Main strect, and 
shortly after selling out there he started his 
nephew in the same business on Sixth street, 
in the Spurrier House building. The nephew, 
however, was a man with one of those peculiar 
melancholy dispositions which never know 
content or happiness, and are ever foreboding 
evil, and though ho was possessed of a good 
home, warm friends and plenty, he was al- 
ways cherishing phantoms, and making him- 
sclf miserable over imaginary obstacles in bis 
way. His last maniaseems to have been a 
desire to make himself rich, and this appears 
to haye been the foundation of the desperate 
resolve that led to his terrible fate, for he 
grew weary of the slowness with which his 
means wore accumulating, and despairing of 
ever amassing wealth, destroyed by his own 
hand a life which he thought he could never 
enjoy without the accomplishment of his 
cherished object. 

One of the witnesses testified before Coro- 
ner Moore that one ef the peculiarities of the 
deceased was a strong aversion to women, and 
that he seemed to fear that his friends would 
i: some way inveigie him into a marriage which 
would be distasteful to him, 

On Wednesday evening, at supper, he had 
openly spoken of his intention to blow his 
brains out with a revolver, and at dinner had 
requested his aunt to write an cpitaph for his 
tombstone; but these strange sayings received 
little attention, for no one for a moment 
thought of any serious intentions. One of his 
strangest acts was to tear up his life insurance 
policy, which was said to have been issued by 
the Atna Company. 

Yesterday morning, at 9 o'clock, he went to 
his cigar store, on Sixth street, and, taking a 
etat by the fire, remained motionless and with- 
out speaking until fifteen minutes of 12 o’clock, 
when he arose and returned home. On arriv- 
ing there he went straightway to his room, 
passing his aunt in the kitchen without saying 
a word, and throwing himself upon his bed 
a ‘liberately shot himself, 

Mrs. Bullock, hearing the loud report, has- 
tened up stairs, and throwing open the door, 
beheld her nephew, gory and bleeding, on his 
own pillow, and saw the cloud of smoke which 
had followed the death shot. Frantic with 
giief at so unexpected a stroke, her cries soon 
brougit others to the room, and in a few min- 
utes the news of the tangle occurrence reached 
the streets. 

Coroner Dick Moore. was summoned, and 
getting together a jury he held an inquest, 
which resulted in a verdict that young Gore 
had come to his death by his own hand, while 
liLoring under a temporary “aberration of 
mind. A little over $200 in bills and postal 
eurrency was fourd upon his person, but he 
he left no word of explanation cr excuse. 

The friends of the deceased say (though 
this did not appear in the testimony) that in 
August lest he wa: thrown froma buggy, re. 
ceiving injuries which affected his spine, and 


boring under a species of insanity, being fre- 
quently low-spirited, and easily becoming dis- 
couraged by slight reverses of any kind. 
Whatever may have been tho cause, his unex- 
pected death is a sad bercavement to his rela- 
tives, Mr. and Mrs. Bullock, who brought 
him from Ireland to this conntry when a boy, 
end loved him as thongh he had been their 
own sop, endeavoring in all ways to encour- 
age Lim in the world.

THE WRONG MAN. 


Arrest of a Supposed aaninesy Mur- 
derer—He is Released ae Prefers a 
Charge of Kidnapping 
On Thursday last, we ieien from the New 
AYbany Ledger, Charles G. Marshal 
of Salem, Washington county, Indiana, and 
Marion Stanley, a Constable of the same town, 
went to New Philadelphia for the purpose of 
arresting a man named Edward Mattox. It 
appears that the Governor of Kentucky 
had published a description of a man 
who committed a murder in this State, and 
offered a reward of $200 for his arrest 
and delivery. Mattox, it seems, answered the 
ption, and Chapman and Stanley learn- 
whereabouts, concluded to arrest and 
bring him to Louisville, in order to get the 
reward. When near New Philadelphia they 
met Mattox on the road, and Chapman, ex- 
tending his hand, remarked, ‘‘don’t you know 
me, Mattox?’”’ Mattox not recognizing him, 
Chapman introduced himself, and then pre- 
sented Stanley. As soon as Stanley took the 
hand of Mattox, Chapman, who still retained 
his hold upon the other; drew his pistol and told 
his prisoner to surrender. Mattox, being a very 
powerfal man, shook Stanley off, and was 
about to give Chapman a death blow when the 
other party settled him with a club. The 
prisoner was soon handcuffed and taken to Sa- 
lem, but the affair being noised about, he was 
rescued from the officers and set free. It 
rumored that Mattox will bring a criminal 
action against Chapman and Stanley, charging 
them with an attempt at kidnapping. He 
strongly denies being guilty of murder in Ken- 
tacky, notwithstanding his personal appear- 
ance answers the description of the Kentucky 
authorities.

A meeting of the First German Grant and 
Colfax Club took place last night at the Turn- 
er Hall. Matthew Ratlinger, Esq., the Presi- 
dent, took the chair,and Mr. F.°C. Kosial 
acted as Secretary. 

The President reported that he had had a 


committee of Union citizens who are taking 
measures to have the monument in Cave Hill 
Cemetery completed. Mr. Belknap stated 
that he had obtained much and very important 
information from Col. Whitman, A. Q. M., U. 
8. A., in charge of Government cemeteries in 
the Department of the Cumberland, by which 
it appeared that there are now decently in- 
terred in this department alone the appalling 
number of 75,677 soldiers, who gave up their 
lives in defense of our flag and freedom Of 
this number, Kentucky mourns the death of 
4,405 of her brave boys in blae, and the colored 
people have contributed 10,604 martyrs in 
this department alone. Mr. Belknap also 
stated that concerted action will shortly be 
taken directly by the Legislatures of the 
several States who have departed heroes sleep- 
ing in our cemeteries to yote asum, say of five 
dollars per man, to decorate the grounds and 
erect a monument in cach cemetery. 

Mr. Belknap expressed his regret that an- 
other engagement would prevent him the 
pleasure of remaining to meet the club. 

The President reported that he had thanked 
Mr. Belknap for his important and very wel- 
come communicgtion. 

Mr. Kendall moved the approval of the 
President's action, and the same was wnapi- 
mously carried.
